President’s Column 


HE CONGREGATION has just enjoyed a wonderful seder 

: to commemorate Passover. I find Passover a particu- 

larly intriguing holiday because it has both communal 
and personal meaning. A brief quote from Arthur Waskow’s 
Seasons of Our Joy—A Celebration of Modern Jewish Re- 
newal relates to this point: 

“For centuries or millenia, three major themes have been 
interwoven in Pesach—the birth of a people into political 
freedom; the rebirth of the earth into springtime life; and 
spiritual rebirth of the individual (especially in the symbol- 
ism based on removal of chametz). All these, of course, con- 
tinue to be profoundly important.” 

The importance of these themes for our Congregation 
cannot be overstated. The birth into political freedom of 
our three primary communities—Jewish, lesbian and gay, 
and feminist—has been a long and painful process. The 
struggle has yet to be achieved and continues for millions of 
our “companions of the soul” throughout the world. We at 
Sha’ar Zahav are engaged in community and personal 
struggles, too, and have some victories to our credit and 
some defeats (more likely temporary setbacks!). By our 
very existence as a Congregation, it is clear that we have 
achieved a good measure of political, religious, personal 
and cultural freedom. I can think of no group which has, 
collectively and individually, experienced as many process- 
es on the road to freedom as ours. We have all been through 
some battles and, for me, that lends depth and meaning to 
Sha’ar Zahav’s seder which is simply unequaled. 

That all of us were able to luxuriate in the warmth of our 
Congregation’s seder night was due to the efforts of a few 
people in particular—namely, Paul Cohen and Shelley 
Spiro, Seder Coordinators and Garry Koenigsberg and the 
Ritual Committee. Shelley and Paul expended a great deal 
of time, effort and energy in order to make our seder a won- 
derful evening. Their efforts to infuse the evening with a 
sense of hamishness certainly were rewarded by the appreci- 
ation of all who attended. Because of the Forward's early 
deadline, a complete list of those who worked so hard will 
be published next month.

Rap Group on AIDS 


HE INCREASING PREVALENCE of AIDS and AIDS-related 

: illnesses in our community affects all of us—people 

with AIDS, their friends and relatives, as well as gay 
men and lesbians who feel the impact of this mysterious ill- 
ness in their own lives, lifestyles and attitudes. 

Sha’ar Zahav recognizes the stress associated with the in- 
tellectual and emotional responses people feel about this 
frightening medical situation. Asa result, we are offering an 
opportunity for people to meet together to share their 
thoughts and feelings and support one another in the face of 
this challenge. 

On April 21, from 7-10 p.m., Mr. Jim Geary of the Shanti 
Project will lead a group to examine the effects which AIDS 
is having on our lives. The group will focus both on ways of 
being available and supportive to friends with an AIDS- 
related illness, as well as on our own fears and anxieties. 

Our social-sexual lifestyles, the fear of acquiring an 
AIDS-related illness, effects on our gay self-concept, and 
dealing with community fear are only some of the topics 
which participants will be invited to examine in this group.

Va’ad Report 


HE NEED TO UNDERTAKE a comprehensive survey of 

i the Synagogue membership has been much discussed 

by the Va’ad recently, primarily because of several 
major decisions that will be made in the course of the next 
few months.

Spokesperson David Gass noted 
the committee’s recommendations, which will be voted on 
at the April Va’ad meeting before being brought to the Con- 
gregation for final approval at the May semi-annual meet- 
ing. 

¢ Bruce Katz has resigned as one of three Committee Co- 
ordinators. While his extraordinary contribution as a Coor- 
dinator will be sorely missed, he will maintain his seat 
the Va’ad. © 

¢ Preliminary approval was received for the develop- 
ment of a synagogue events calendar to encompass all holi- 
days and ritual activities, committee events and meetings, 
community events of particular interest to the synagogue, 
and other noteworthy dates. A comprehensive calendar 
may ease the scheduling difficulty which has been experi- 
enced in the past year as the number of synagogue activities 
increases. 

¢ Membership co-chair Eric Keitel presented three new 
names for approval as members, bringing the current mem- 
bership total to 201. 

¢ President Cheryl Orvis reported that she continues to 
receive letters of praise for the Purim party held in late Feb- 
ruary. 

e Treasurer Allan Gold reported that in February, for the 
second consecutive month, Synagogue expenses exceeded 
revenues by about $1,500. While this situation is not un- 
common as the Synagogue enters the fiscal fourth quarter, 
there was nevertheless concern that the Va’ad monitor the 
expenses for the remainder of the fiscal year and look to 
spring and summer fundraising for an additional financial 
cushion.
